bo Each "Z&stava 1 * is allotted approximately eight to ten kilometers of the 
border o The established procedure calls for four groups of two men to 
be stationed at various places during the day in ambushes* At night these 
groups consist of three men each* Also* in addition to the ambushes* each 
TJ Zastava Tf sends out two guards* generally accompanied by dogs (if available) 
to patrol the border proper. Th© location of the ambushes is changed 
over y day. Th© old border guard posts (houses) are not manned* 
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
